Fra udulent Check Cha rg e 
a nd Gets 1 to 5 Yea r 
Term. 


A prison term was meted out 
in Rush circuit court Thursday 
morning to Charles L. Hanes, 
alias C. Miller, a 59 -y ear-old 
itinerant stock buy er, who plead­ 
ed g uilty to a fraudulent check 
charg e. 
Hanes was sentenced to serve 
rom 1 to 5 y ears in the state 
penitentiary and was also fined 
¡100 by Russell B. Titsworth, 
udg e pro tern in the absence of 
udg e William F. Marshall. 
Officers were ask ed to look for 
lanes late in June after he ob- 
ained $100 from Henry Miller 
on a fraudulent check deal. 
He disappeared shortly after 
cashing the check which the lo­ 
cal man had endorsed but was 
arrested early this week in Win­ 
chester and broug ht to the Rush 
county jail. 
Posing as a Hampstead, Mary - 
and, stock buy er, Hanes present­ 
ed credentials sig ned by Mary - 
and men k nown to Miller and 
hus persuaded Miller to endorse 
he check which was made pay ­ 
able at the Carroll county bank 
n Hampstead. 
Hanes cashed the check at the 
Rushville National bank on June 
25 and disappeared the nex t day , 
it later being learned that the 
paper was worthless. 
The itinerant stock buy er had 
stated that he had intended to 
purchase several head of dairy 
cattle in Rush county . No pay ­ 
ments were made, however. 
State police were ask ed to look 
lo r Hanes but they were unable 
o locate him until a few day s 
ag o. Prosecutor Orlando F. In­ 
g le said that a check -up of 
Sanes’ activities in the Winches- 
er community led to his arrest 
here. 
Prosecutor Ing le also asserted 
hat Hanes had spent 30 months 
n a Wisconsin prison as a result 
of a similar deal in that state, 
and that he had avoided prose­ 
cution in Brown county by satis- 
y ing a man whom he had swin­ 
dled there. 
At first Hanes claimed to be a 
resident of Hampstead, Md., but 
ater said that his home was in 
both Milwauk ee and Pennsy l­ 
vania. 
The elderly man has been buy - 
ng stock in several parts of the 
state, the prosecuting attorney 
declared, but it was not learned 
whether he 
was 
wanted 
on 
charg es elsewhere. 
In other circuit court activity , 
Serbert Wag oner filed an action 
for possession of real estate 
ag ainst Lucien Manning .

The allo tment, which is the min­ 
imum pro vided fo r in the Agri­ 
cultural Adjustment Act o f 1938 , 
is co ntained in a fo rmal pro cla­ 
matio n signed to day by M. L. 
Wilso n, Acting Secretary o f Ag­ 
riculture. 
The allo tment is the first made 
to wheat farmers under the new 
Farm Act to affect wheat seed- 
ings. A wheat acreage allo tment 
o f 62 Vi millio n acres was estab­ 
lished fo r 1938 , but this was pri­ 
marily fo r the purpo se o f co m­ 
puting co nservatio n payments to 
pro ducers, and farmers were no t 
ask ed to k eep wheat acreage 
within the limits o f their allo t­ 
ments. Acreage actually seeded 
fo r the 1938 cro p was nearly 8 0,- 
000,000 acres. 
State acreage allo tments are to 
be made within a sho rt time, and 
co unty and farm allo tments will 
be made as so o n thereafter as 
po ssible. 
“The acreage allo tment pro ­ 
vided fo r in the Agricultural Ad­ 
justment Act o f 1938 puts into 
effect o ne mo re phase o f the 
general AAA wheat pro gram,” H.

The co st is small, fo r 
many have been made fo r a do l­ 
lar o r less. 
To mak e such a sho wer bath, 
cut a ho le in the bo tto m o f a gal­ 
vanized buck et, a 4-gallo n o ne is 
reco mmended, and so lder a fun­ 
nel into the o pening. Attach 4 to 
6 feet o f rubber tubing to the 
funnel, and 
fit a 
perfo rated 
sho wer head o n the end o f the 
tubing. A sprink ler fro m a water 
can may be used fo r the sho wer 
head. 
Fo r o bvio us reaso ns, the buc­ 
k et sho uld no t be placed directly 
abo ve the bather. The buck et 
may be raised o r lo wered by 
means o f a ro pe fastened to the 
handle and run thro ugh a pulley 
fastened to the ceiling. The end 
o f the ro pe is lo o ped o ver a ho o k 
driven securely into a windo w 
o r do o r facing o r into the stud­ 
ding in the wall. 
The flo w o f water may be 
shut o ff at will by quick ly placing 
the sho wer head in the buck et. A 
large wash tub in which the 
bather stands is placed under the 
sho wer. The tub and buck et are 
mo re attractive if given 
two 
co ats o f paint and o ne co at o f 
enamel. A standard bath ro o m 
tub may be used in places o f the 
wash tub. 
The sho wer curtain is fastened 
to a wire ho o p 27 inches in di­ 
ameter. Telepho ne wire is suit­ 
able. Fo ur wires, 16 inches lo ng, 
run fro m the edge o f the ho o p to 
the center ring that is fastened 
to a ho o k in the ceiling. 
The curtain may be made o f 
any o ne o f several materials. 
Starched bleached o r unbleached 
muslin, canvas, o r burlap is sug­ 
gested. A co nvenient size is 60 
inches by 8 9 inches. Tabs made 
o f the curtain material may be 
lo o ped o ver the wire ho o p and 
fastened to the curtain with 
ho o k s and eyes, thus mak ing it 
easy to unho o k and wash the 
curtain when 
necessary.—Tex.

Other factors in the g rowing 
popularity of stamp collecting , 
Fellers said, are recent leg isla­ 
tion authorizing use of illustrat­ 
ed catalog ues, sale of official 
souv enir stamps, collectors’ con­ 
v entions and release of plat num­ 
bers to stamp collecting org ani­ 
zations. 
Postal officials hope to boost 
stamp sales this fall by sending 
a g aily painted motor truck car­ 
ry ing a complete assortment of 
United States stamps, on a coast- 
to-coast tour to v isit schools and 
stamp clubs.

Secretary Wallace announced 
late y esterday that a referendum 
on corn marketing quotas was 
made unnecessary by the offi­ 
cial Aug ust crop report, which 
estimated the corn y ield at 2,- 
56 6 ,221,000 bushels. That amount, 
coupled with a 320,000,000-bushel 
carry ov er from 19 37, fell 27 ,000,- 
000 bushels short of the “ ex ces­ 
siv e supply ” lev el which would 
require a v ote. 
If the Aug ust forecast is fol­ 
lowed by a comparable report on 
production in Nov ember, federal 
loans on corn will be mandatory . 
The indicated rate is 57 cents a 
bushel, or sev en cents hig her 
than last y ear. 
Under marketing quotas, re­ 
quiring approv al of two-thirds 
of the farmers v oting , farmers 
in the commercial corn belt 
would hav e had to store a per­ 
centag e of their corn or pay a 
penalty of 15 cents a bushel on 
all corn sold or fed to liv estock 
in ex cess of indiv idual quotas. 
Such quota restrictions won 
ov erwhelming approv al by the 
Southern cotton 
and 
tobacco 
farmers 
last 
spring . 
Federal 
farm officials had said frankly , 
howev er, they did not wish to 
hav e such a referendum in the 
Midwest. 
Wallace estimated the market­ 
ing quota lev el at 2,9 13,000,000 
bushels y esterday , althoug h in 
the spring it was placed a t 2,-* 
7 7 3.000.000 bushels. Officials ex ­ 
plained that a farm law prov i­ 
sion for “ adjustment for trends 
in demand” made it possible to 
rev ise the fig ure by 140,000,000 
bushels. 
Wallace estimated normal do­ 
mestic needs at 2,405,000,000 bu­ 
shels annually compared with 
2.345.000.000 for the 19 28 -37 av er­ 
ag e, and ex ports at 7 0,000,000 
bushels compared with 9 ,000,000 
bushels for the ten-y ear av erag e. 
He predicted that ex ports for the 
y ear ending September 30 would 
total 120,000,000 bushels. 
He said the department’s corn 
acreag e prog ram, under which 
corn belt farmers were asked to 
reduce operations from 18 to 20 
per cent, was the major factor 
in av erting a surplus, and point­ 
ed out that the corn acreag e was 
9 ,76 8 ,000 less than in 19 37. 
“ The prog ram helped to bring 
about an adjustment of about 
15 per cent in corn acreag e 
planted in the commercial corn 
area this y ear,” Wallace said, 
adding that much of the div ert­ 
ed acreag e was planted to wheat.
